Claim 20 (Previously Presented): The wireless communication device of claim i^X wherein the 
at least one application additionally has another handle associated with the at least one 
application, the another handle eompri.sing different execution parumeters. 

Claim 21 (Originai): The wireless communication device of claim 14, wherein the at leasl one 
application comprises a network application cre;uing images responsive to data received during 
operation in the screen saver mode. 

Claim 22 (Original): The wireless communication device of claim 21, wherein one of the 
parameters associated with the network application is a uniform resource locator (URL,). 

(Maim 23 (Previously Presented): The wireless eomrnuniealion device of claim 14, wherein the 
at least one application is writtcti in a JAVA programming language. 

Claim 24 (Previously Presented): A method of creating screen saver displays on a display 
device, the device having a dispUw screen, a storage mc-diuin, a screen saver computer program 
stored in the storage medium, a screen ssaver carousel stored in the storage medium, and an 
application stored in the storage medicun that is fully ftmctional in a full application mode and 
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less than tiilly lunciional in a screen saver mocle, the application being a program tJiai is 
independent Irom the screen Silver program, the method comprising the steps of: 

a<!tlini; an application handle to execute the application in llic screen saver mode to the 
screen saver carousel; 

starling the screen saver program in response to exceeding a timeout period of inactivity;

executing the application in a full application mode on the display device: and 
selecting an option for installing a screen saver mode for the applicatit)n to operate in the

monitoring the display device for a timeout signal that the application has excee<led a 
lime period allottc<l for operation in the screen saver mode: and 

in response to detecting the timeout signal, if another upplicaiion has been conligured to 
operate in a screen saver mode, executing anotiier application in a screen saver mode associated 
with the another application. 

Claim 2S (Original): The method of claim 24, funher comprising the steps of: 

monitoring the display device for an input signal from a command enlry; and 
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if a signal is received fi'om the command Cniry cicvicc allcr Ihc applicaliuii has bt-cn

evaluating whether a screen saver carousel contains application handles, each of the 
application handles executing a respective application in a screen saver mode when selected by 
the screen j^aver program, the application being an independent program from tlie screen saver 
proftrnm and bcinu a nro|m-am that is fullv functional in a full annlieation nuute and that is less 
than fijlly functiotud in a screen sav<n*niodc : and 

if the carousel contains at least one application handle, and if the timeout period has been 
exceeded, selecting the at least one application handle to execute the respective application. 

Claim 30 (Original): The computer readable medium of claim 29, wherein the activity being 
monitored is the detection of input signals from a commiind entry device in communication with 
the device, the steps llirther comprising: 

if a signal is not received from the command entry device, if a timeout period for 
operation of the respective application is exceeded, and il'lhe carousel contains more than one 
handle, 

selecting a different handle to execute another respective application ass<)cialed with the 
ditTercnl handle. 
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Claim 31 (Original): The computer readable medium of claim 30, wherein Ihe respective 
appliealion Mssoeialed with the at least one handle and the re^;peelive iippHcalion asswiiUed with 
the dil'i'erent handle arc the same application configured for operation in difterent screen saver 
modes depending on the hiindlc selected. 

Claim 32 (Original): The computer readable medium of claim 30, wherein the respective 
application associated with the at least one handle aJid (he respective application associated with 
the different handle are different applications. 

Claim 33 (Original): The computer readable medium of claim 29. wherein the activity being 
monitored is the rceeplion of input signaKs from a command entry device in eommunic^jtion with 
the device, the .steps further comprising: 

if a signal i$ received from the command entry device after tlie rcs|XJelive application is 
executed, dctcmiining whether the respective application currently opcraling in the screen saver 
mode is an interactive application; and 

if the respective application is an interactive program, 
terminating the screen saver program, and 

executing the respective interactive program in a full application mode. 

Claim 34 (Previously IVescmod): A portable device comprising: 
a display screen; 
a memory: 

a command entry device: 

a computer application stored in the memory, the appliaition having al least one handle 
exectiting the application In a screen saver mode when the at least one handle is .selected, the 
application being a progiam that is fully functional in a full application mode and is less than 
fully functional in a screen savor mode, the application creating images for presentation on the 
display screen in the screen saver m^nle; 
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a different computer application stored in the memory having at least one (lifferent handle 
executing the difVerent application in a dilTerent screen saver mode when the at least one 
different, handle is selected; 

rules stored within the memory lor determining the scheduling lor selecting the at least 
one handle; 

parameters stored within the memory associated with the at least one handle for 
controlling operational aspects of the application: 

a screen saver program stored in the memory selecting the at least one application han^llc 
during operation of the screen saver program according to the rules, the screen saver progran> 
being a program that is independent froni the computer applications; :ind 

a processor coupleil to the memory that performs the steps of: 

monitoring the device for detecting inputs from the command entry device; 

determining whether a timeout period of inactivity from the inputs has been exceeded; 

in aca)rdanee with instructions from the screen saver program, selecting the at least one 
application handle stored in the cai'ousel; 

if a signal is not delected from the command enlry device since the period of inactivity 
was exceeded, and it\i timeout period tor operation of the application is exceeded, selecting rlie 
different handle to execute the different application associated with the dilfcrcnL handle in its 
respective different screen saver mode; 

if a signal is detected from ihe command enlry device since the period of inactivity was 
exceeded, determining whciiier the executed applicaliim operating in the screen saver mode is an 
interactive application: and 

il lhe executed application is interactive^ 

terminating the screen saver program, and 

executing the executed interactive program in a full application mode. 


Claim 35 (Previously Presented): The apparatus of claim 1. wherein, prior to perfomiing step 
(d). the processor performs further steps comprising: 
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(t) executing the appHcsiti'on in a ftill application mode in response to user selection 
of the application; and 

(g) adding an application handle to the carou.scl in rcsponb;e to user selection of a 
screen saver mode option presented by the application while in full applicatioti mode. 

(Maim 36 ( Previously Presented): The wireless communication device of claim 14. wherein 
the at least one application includes one or more screen saver mode options selectable by a user 
when operating the at least one application in a full application mode, ihe screen saver mode 
options including a level of functionality thai is less than the functionality of the full application 
mode. 

Claim 37 (Previously Presented): The method of claim 24 wherein, prior to the steps of 
adding, starting and selecting, the method further comprises: 

executing the application in a full application mode in response to user selection ol lhc 
application; and 

adding an appliwUion handle to the screen saver carousel in response to user selection ol" 
a screen saver xmxk option prt^ented by the application while in lull application mode. 
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
